SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article 2B - Alcoholic Beverages

(e) (5) §(1) This paragraph applies only in Wicomico County.

(ii) SubJect to subparagraphs (ii1) and (iv) of this paragraph, the
Eeee rers STATE COMPTROLLER may issue one Class 6

pub brewery license or one Class 7 micro—brewery license, but not both, to a person
that holds not more than three Class B beer, wine and liquor licenses.

(111) A Class 6 pub—brewery license or a Class 7 micro—brewery
license i1ssued under subparagraph (i1) of this paragraph may be issued only for a
location in an enterprise zone in the City of Salisbury.

(iv) A holder of a Class 7 micro—brewery license issued under
subparagraph (i1) of this paragraph may sell beer for off-premises consumption only to
a wholesaler licensed under this article.}
